S gay 
issue trashed

Violent .homopliobia has 
Cfupted^again at Bishop's 
University in Lennoxvillc, PQ, 
following the Feb. 11 publica- 
tion of a gay and lesbian-supple- 
ment in the student newspaper^ 

Three students, two of whom 
worked - on the student 
newspaper. The Campus, sup- 
plement received hate letters 
threatening^^tp "squash; the 
queers ind the' faiggot^ ' About 
300 issues also disappeared 
from the Ca/npus office. 

The -supplement' was co 
ordinated by Campus staffer 
Daron Westman, who is also in- 
volved with a local gay group, 
The Gay Students Alliance. He 
was beaten up Feb. 13 by three 
unknown men, one of whom hit 
>yestman with a hockey stick. 

Westman only saw two of his 
attackers, both wearing ski 
masks to protect their identity. 
He suffered a sprained wrist 
and a cut above the left eye. 
• Westman, Campus Editor 
Bob /PjalmeTf^nd. .friend 
Stephanië^Ëin&eburg all receiv- 
ed hate letters Feb. 14, threaten- 
ing Westman and Palmer that 
their legs and arms would be 
broken. Lindeburg, who was 
not involved with the supple- 
ment, and is not à Campus staf- 
fer, was threatened ^i|!i|^rai>e

"I didn't see anything (in the 
issue) to get people upset," said 
Lindeburg of-the four page sup- 
plement which outlined various 
attitudes and experiences gays

book, edited by Westman, was 
seized by the administration

Some 75 students, however, 
took matters, into their own 
hands and burned more than 
-100 copies of the handbook.

Violent expressions of 
homophobia are nothing new at 
Bishop's. In October 1979. 
Westman was beat up after he' 
tried to set up a gay group at 
Bishop's.

"Save our schools", walked 
through the town of Ste Anne 
de Bellevue, where the CEGEP 
is located. Police accompanied 
the demonstration. 

The march was organized on 
pne^day's notice. The .Student 
Union of John Abbo tt ' College 
(SUJAQ had no officiai opi- 
nion on the demonstration, but 
"unofficially, we supported it," 
said Rob Seguin, SUJAC Vice- 
President Internal. 

Law ICS, passed in 
December, legislates salaries 
and working conditions for 
public sector workers, including 
teachers, until April 1986. 
Students believe certain -provi- 
sions of the law will seriously 
reduce the quality of -their 
education. 

The law increases^.teacher 
workloads and student /teacher 
ratios 15 to 20 per cent — 
eliminating up to 20 per cent of 
Québec'.s 20,000 CEGEP 
teachers. The John Abbott 
'Faculty Association estimates 
that as many as 1 17 of John Ab- 
bott's 375 full and part-time

Where Students fear to tread

In the past three weeks, two 
residence students, on their way 
to class seriously injured 
themselves when they slipped on' 
the unsalted ice outside the co- 
ed residences. 

.This winter, many students 
have complained about Physical 
Plant's snow removal services. 

Inter-Residence Council 
President Steven Matthews 

stbrmswtmsWYear.'wandîfthe 

Physical Plant often doesn't 
salt the roads or stairs _at 
residence until the day after the 
storm. 

"Two students from Gardner 
Hall broke their legs on the un-;,, 



salted loe^s^orie slipped on the 
road outside McConnell Hall 
and one fell on the stairs outside 
Gardner. Hall. These accidents 
happened within two days of 
each other (January 28 and 
January 30)," he said. 

AccordinglaMatthews, there 
have béen^numerpus instances 
where Physical Plant has been 
informed of slippery roads and 
stairs at residence but not acted. 

"After the first major storm 
this year, cars couldn't drive on 
the road in front of Gardner. 
We informed the Physical Plant 
dispatcher and, there was no° 
response. What if there \yas an 
emergency? No vehicles could 
-|raÉwfôn that road," said Mat- 



thews. 

However, Physical Plant 
Superintendent (Maintenance 
and Utility) Patrick Keoiigh ex- 
plained, ">ye salt the roads as 
.required. 'Once it is reported 
that it is slippery, we salt them. 
If the situation (of icy roads) 
ever arises, we clean it up. 

"The security people call mè 
whenever it is slippery and I call 
on people to do something 
about it. A lot of the problem is 
beyond our control — we can't 
help it if the salt washes away," 
he said.

Thç Nigerian government 
gave. more than two million il- 
legal immigrants two weeks to 
leave the country — or face ar- 
rest. 

On Januàry 17th, the majori- 
ty of tnunigrants employed iii 
cheap labor for Nigeria's one 
time booming economy were 
declared unwanted overnight. 

Nigerian leaders weren't very 
concerned about the chaos, that 
would ensue -frbm the exbdtul 



No preparations were made 
to ease the mass departure. 
Receiving countries, were not 
given.: a^^^cJiancC' .-to. make 
necessary •atfàngcmênts. 

Most of the immigrants arc 
from Ghana with the rest com- 
ing from Benin, Cameroon, 
Chad, Mali, Niger, Togo, and 
Upper Volta. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants had to walk hun- 
dreds of. miles carrying their 



med into trucks and boats. 

According to the Office of 
the United Narions High Com- 
missioner, for. Refugees, ten peo- 
ple died bf 'hunger and exhaus- 
tion at the Benin-Togo border. 
Others reportedly drowned in 
the Lagos harbor while trying to 
climb aboard ships. Doctors at 
Accra, Ghana's capital, 
reported pneumonia among the 
refugees.

(A) Do you think^Canada should permit the United States to 
flight test the cruise missile in Canadian territory. 

(B) Do you support the goal of balanced^ general disarmament 
beginning with a verifiable U.S.A. — U.S.S.R. freeze on the 
testing of all nuclear weapons and delivery systems?" 

If the refendum is passed Students' Council is then in- 
structed to send copies of the resolution to the presidf .its of 
all college and university student councils in Canada with the 
recommendation that they take similar action. The Students'

Promises, promises 



Stud Soc Election 



Last year's winning candidates for the three highest offices of Students' Society 
(President, Vice-President External, and VicmPrKident Internal) ran on platforms 
that included promises to "give the studeni»Mii^r money's worth" and to tone 
down the political aspect of Student Council and its' duties. 

The team of Bruce Williams (President) and Bruce Hicks (Vice-President Inter- 
nal) ran on a slate, with general promises to provide '.'a strong executive" to help 
"provide student services" they listed their priorities as being "the students' con- 
cerns".. I 

' — Strong Leadership? 

One'of the major student concerns is government cutbacks in education (as 
evidenced last spring when 2,000 McGill students marched to the Palais de Justice 
to protest the government's education policies.).

President Liz 
Norman, along with ptheivmeinbers^onast years e^^^^ 

of this committee, usIng^MSQiU'^infiùénce in the student movémm^fôi^lail'ànd 
execute a mass demonstration. . . ' 

As of this November this standing committee had oiily one active member. It 
was only in November that advertisements were placed in'campus publications ask- 
ingjfor.anyone to join the committee. Last year calls for interested students were 
thade in September. As of yet there has been no word as to any actions or policies 
that this committee has produced this year. 

Bruce Williams, is Stud. Soc. representative to McGill's controlling body, the 
Board of Governors. Interested students who attend meetings of the board have 
heard Bruce Williams give only one speech of any significance. 

Mr. William's rarely speaks at Council meetings. 

As Vice-President Internal Bruce Hicks is the Executive responsible for the Pro- 
gram Board, a joint operation of StudSoc. and Student Services. The presentation 
of speakers is one of the Program Board's responsibilities-one they removed from 
the Debating Union at the Beginning of last year. . ^ 

Last year Mr. Hicks, as a Program Board member, participated in a speakers 
program that had (among 'Others). Stanton Friedman and Gordon Edwards 
debating the safety of nuclevjjOwer|;Rpbert^^ speaking j[m. the ef- 

fectiveness of Americah'nèws médiar'Oeràld'^G^^ on the inedia bias 

against his party, Micheal Manley, ex-Prime minister of Jamaica on the Third 
World. • 

By this date a year ago such entertainers as Levon Helm^Moe Koffman, 
Streetheart, Straight Lines, Bobby Cramer and others had played to McGill au- 
diences, y • . 

Has Bruce Hicks delivered on his promise? Have students received appreciably 
more of their "money's worthi!. over last year? Have the speakers and entertain- 
ment provided by the Program Board this year shown any qualitative or even 
quantitative improvement over last year? 

À^.few notes to consider while on the subject of student's money — $400,000 of it 
is still owed to'the university administration in loans made over the last five years. 
The Tribune; supposedly under the direction of the executive, continues to lose 
money and Is well on'the way to a monumental deficit. 

Meanwhile Studsoc continues to pour money into expanding business opera- 
tions, thinking perhaps if they can't give us our money's worth, they can get our 
money's worth. 

"Speak out on the Issues..." 

Benjie Trister made a number of promises in his campaign for Vice-President 
External. Chief among these promises was a pledge to speak out on the issues. It is 
hard to remember an example of any public statement Benjie Trister has made con- 
cerning any aspect of such issues as; cutbacks, divestment, public service strikes, , 
student rights, or any other issue that students expect the office of Vice- President 
External to address. - 

Benjie Trister promised to "Strengthen and diversify RAEU'' (Rassemblement 
des Associations Etudiants Universitaire). We are no longer members of this im- 
portant Qiiébéclstiident group — at the suggestion of Benjie Trister. 

Benjie Trister promised "Responsible representation for McGill in the student 
movement". In the past months our Vice-President External has been distinguish- 
ed by his repeated absences from most "important- meetings of Québec student 
assemblies. His delegated representatives to variotis organisations are alike in one 
regard — thejr disagreement with Benjie Trister over basic policy and goals. 

Anti-Politics no excuse 

Thc.argument that our executives' lack of action on these and other problems is 
a result of their mandate to avoid "politics" is irrelevant. A preference for anti- 
politics is no excuse for failure to deUver. on otHer.camp^gn promises. 

I f we suggest a political approach to studentcoricems^M ^ to do with the 
positions, then we judge them on their promises and'tuHB&^rm'ance in office.

Solidarity Between Unlver^ties 

On Monday^iFèbruary 7th, FéUx 
Ulloa, writer, professor at theUniversity 
of, El Salvador, and . representative of 
that country's teacher's union, spoke to 
a handful of members of the McGill 
community. His talk formed part of a 
tour of North Ameri.can universities, the 
purpose of which' was to inform students 
and professors about the critical cir- 
cumstances plaguing El Salvadorls 
university, and to make ah appeal fii 
financial aid. 
. The university of El Salvador was shut 
down in 1981 after an occupation by the 
military during which libraries were 
destroyed and equipment confiscated, 
and later sold on the black market. The 
incident left the uniuversity — until then 
a center of political activity — devoid of 
the essentials required for its function- 
ing. 

However, the spirit of the institution 
survived the decimation and the univer- 
sity recently reopened with an enroll- 
ment of 22,000 students and no govern- 
ment funding. Today, classes are being 
held haphazardly under very rudimen- 
tary conditions. There is an immediate 



nècesshy for basic supplies (books, 
pa'per, elementary equipment, etc.) and 
funding must primarily be obtained 
through international aid. . t^v.-^ ^ 

In response to' this need, the IJnIveni- 
ty of D Salvador University Campaign 
for international fund raising is being 
organised. ' The McGill El Salvador 
Committee is supporting this project as 
a positive step towards alleviating the 
condition of students in El Salvador. A 
contribution of Hve dollars is being re- 
l^iSSSêâ^in return for an honorary cer- 
tificate from the University of El 
Salvador. Donations can be made 
through the co^^ (office in the 
Union Building/rc^m 406, telephone 
392-8941) or at literature tables which 
will be located across campus 
throughout the upcoming \yeeks (check 
posters and the Daily for further info.).

Canada and the Cruise 
no conspiracy 

To the Dally: 

The article "U.S. missile pact 
coming" represents a false in- 
terpretation of the facts (Feb. 7, 
1983). 

. The agreement about to be 
signed between the U.S. and 
Canada is indeed for "the 
testing afld evaluatin of United 
States defense systems in 
Canada." The title has been left 
deliberately vague. Why? Mr. 
Nerenberg would have us 
believe that it is to. sneak the 
deployment of the Cruise in 
Canada without anyone notic- 
ing. 

The agreement was left open 
not for that reason but in order 
to accomodate future testing of 
other U.S. weapons other than 
the Cruise. These would include 



a wide range of systems like ar- 
tillery and anti-tank weaponsi It 
is not a conspiracy to hoodwink 
the Canadian public. 

I am not saying that everyone 
whbuld run right out and sup- 
port Cruise testing in: Canada 
(as the Daily has done^ with the 
oppositie position) but rather I 
advocate that readers make a 
reasoned decision based upon as 
complete information as they 
can get. 

Some may see in this pact 
signs that Canada is a war- 
monger. I feel that this is not so.
